The San Francisco Alta, in a virtuous 
“ spurt,” rem arks u|H>nour comments upon 
the publication bv the 
San Francisco 
press of the disgusting details of the H ill 
Sharon case, and without questioning the 
soundness <if our strictures, replies, you’re 
another, and refers to the reports in the 
Sacramento press of the exam ination in 
the Evinger case as more scandalous. 
It 
does not appear how any misconduct of 
the Sacramento press can justify the San 
Francisco papers. 
lint, in fact,no parallel 
exists, and we are content to have the two 
compared. 
The Hill-Sharon reports «ere 
published by the S.m Francisco papers to 
cater to a morbid taste and sell the dirty 
story in print. 
They were intended to in­ 
flame the passions. 
They were published 
for coin. 
They invaded the sanctity of 
the home and the m arriage relation. They 
were lecherous, and dealt in the details 
of the amours 
of a 
libertine. 
They 
were given publicity because W illiam 
Sharon is a rich man, and die H ill-Sharon 
woman som ething of a beauty and an ad­ 
venturess. 
H ad Sharon and 
Ilill been 
poor people, the ease would never have 
l>een reported by the San Francisco press; 
it would never have found it, as the Bnlle- 
tin puts it, the duty of newspapers to pub­ 
lish it. 
Plenty of cases equally as lascivi­ 
ous, nasty and “ racy,” are of record in the 
Courts of San Francisco, and have been 
for years, hut they arc not deemed news 
by the press of that city. 
The Evinger case moved upon a very 
different plane. 
A brutal assault was 
charged, a heinous crim inal outrage al­ 
leged. 
It was complained that virtue had 
been assailed and a j r .i- offense against 
society had been committed. 
T here was 
nothing in its details to inflame lust or 
create other than feelings of horror and 
loathing. 
The published accounts were 
brief and guarded reports of proceedings 
by society against alleged offenders before 
the law, whose acts, it was charged, had 
brought shame upon the community, and 
demanded swift punishment. 
No conceal­ 
m ent was possible, and the published truth 
rather tended to lessen t lie exaggerations of 
lmsy-iongued rumor. 
In th e one ease the 
press echoed the voice of an indignant 
«im m unity in defense of virtue and the 
rig h t; in the other, the pres-, served up 
dainty dishes of private scandal and thede- 
tails of libertinism . 
In the one case an 
alleged horrible crime wra.*. laid liare, as 
diselosed by the law in its vindication of 
hum an rights. 
In the other case, private 
litigation was dragged from the seeresv the 
law accord* it, and made the vehicle for 
flooding the State with moral siush. 
The 
Sacram ento press treated it> case in such a 
way as to create loathing, to warn the 
wc*ak and strengthen the guards to virtue. 
T he San Francisco press treated its case in 
such a way as to lead the weak astray, to 
gild vice, sugar-coat moral «irruption, and 
tickle the palate of greedy desire. 
In the 
San Francisco case, for the gain of greasy 
half dimes, the press turned its columns 
into bawdy-house publications, and en­ 
tered into comjietition with the vendors of 
suppressed luniks. 
In the Sacram ento case 
the press gave such disclosures of the ef­ 
forts of society to right alleged wrong, as 
made men grasp hands with firmer grip as 
they met, and pledge then wolves anew to 
the defense of female virtue and the honor 
and sacredness of the daughters of the 
land, however poor and humble. 


T ub effort to intnduec under the new 
school-book system maploss geographies is 
a direct assault upon that system. 
In the 
light now given it eau be regarded as noth­ 
ing less. 


THE QUESTION OF MUSEUMS. 


The formation of th e California Museum , 
Association in this city has aroused the 
press of San Francisco, and it is now de­ 
manding th at a public museum lie estab­ 
lished in th at city. 
This is well enough, 
hut it would seem th at th at excellent so­ 
ciety, th e California Academy of Sciences, 
forms th e nucleus for just w hat San F ran ­ 
cisco needs. 
It already has a fine colbjc- 
tion, and very complete organization, and 
«■itli the proper aid rendered can found 
and manage a popular museum tar xieticr 
than any new association. 
It must "not he 
understood by our contemporaries th at the 
Sacramento Association has no otJier jm r- 
pose than to provide a repository for curi­ 
osities. 
Its purpose is to till a field in the 
interior such as the Academy of Sciences 
occupies in San Francisco— to prom ote 
scientific research and study, and especi­ 
ally practical inquiry into those m atters 
relating to th e cultivation of th e soil, 
m ineral development, forest growth and 
preservation, economy of living, meter- 
ology and natural history of the coast. The 
collections flic California Museum Associa­ 
tion m ay m ake will rather be incidental to 
its m ain work, one branch of w hich is 
public instruction through the agency of 
m onthly discussions of economic topics, 
and occasional art, scientific and other 
lectures. 
It is a m atter of surprise that in 
a citv of such population as San francisco, 
and w ith so much m aterial at command, 
there is so little attention given to popular 
instruction of this character. 
T he Acad­ 
emy of Sciences stands quite alone in this 
regard, 
and 
it 
has 
not 
yet, 
as 
it 
eventually 
will, 
taken 
on 
that 
popular character w hich invites the gen­ 
eral public to participation in the benefit 
of its researches. 
We well remember that 
Imi a very few years ago the San F ran­ 
cisco press, w ith the solitary exception of 
.the Bulletin, «’as constantly engaged in ex­ 
posing its own ignorance and m aking m ani­ 
fest its littleness of soul in sneering at the 
Academy. 
Very rarely, indeed, was any 
report of its proceedings made in the daily 
press, unaccompanied by sneers or feeble 
attem pts at wit at the expense of “ the fos­ 
sils.” 
So flagrant «ere these breaches of 
decorum, and so garbled and distorted « ere 
the reports, th at at one tim e th e Academy 
long and seriously discussed the propriety 
of closing its doors against reporters. W hen 
Jam es Lick endowed tlje Academy, the 
press suddenly became 
respectful, and 
when the people began to manifest an in­ 
terest in the m onthly debates of the so­ 
ciety, and to avail in a practical way of the 
results of its labors, the subservient news­ 
papers ate humille pie and dispatched to 
the meetings of th e Academy reporters 
w ith souls above mean things. 
If such of 
the San Francisco press as arc now urging 
the founding of a museum in th at city 
desire to gain some true idea of the magni­ 
tude of such an undertaking, and of its 
high importance, they will receive milch 
light and a great deal of interesting infor­ 
mation from Ernest IngersolFs adm irable 
article in the January Century, entitled 
“ The M aking of a Museum,” and also 
from a very interesting paper in the Ja n ­ 
uary num ber of the Popular Science Monthly 
under the title “ Advantages of a Lim ited 
Museum.” 
For the credit of the State we 
trust th at the San Francisco spasm of in­ 
terest in sober things may not die out, and 
th at the movement already on its feet in 
Sacramento and to m ake its first public 
effort soon « ill meet with the dignified and 
cordial encouragement th at all such at­ 
tempts to enlarge the public intelligence 
deserve.

LAST NIGHT’S NEWS.

D O M E S T IC . 


There is considerable congratulating go­ 
ing on in San Francisco over th e passage 
of the Oregon and California Kailroad to 
the control of the C entral Pacific com­ 
pany. 
San Francisco now anticipates the 
completion of the California and Oregon 
road to a junction with th at first named, 
and consequent restoration of a portion of 
the trade th at city has lost, 
lint what 
claims has she to it ? W hat did her people 
do in the hour of need to further the junc­ 
tion now so desired? 
W hen N orthern 
California and Sacramento urged the com­ 
pletion of the road and besought < ’ongress 
to throw no obstacles in the path of that 
accomplishment, San Francisco stood ofll 
and w ith cool indifference snapped its 
finger-. 
Some of it- press declared th at it 
was not necessary th at the road should he 
finished : that San Francisco had nothing 
to hope for from the trade th at N orthern 
( alifornia desired to have turned this way. 
They even went so far, in some cases, as to 
flatly oppose the extension of the Califor­ 
nia and Oregon road, declaring that it 
would prove a formidable rival to the 
ocean route northward. 
The commercial 
bodies of San Francisco refused to speak 
out in the m atter, and stood in trembling 
indecision between fear of the mob press 
on the one side and selfish interests on the 
other. 
Too late San Francisco saw her 
error, and ever since she has been sitting 
on the stool of repentance. 
When the 
Oregon trade departed from 
her 
she 
sought to coerce the California trade, and 
made a feeble effort to drive the railroad 
companies into compliance with a scheme 
to compel the people of the interior into 
httying their supplies « holly in San Fran­ 
cisco, beseeching for discrim ination in favor 
of that city, which it had hypocritically 
so long denounced as never justifiable. No 
one objects, however, to the San Francis­ 
cans congratulating er.'h other now. 
It is 
a cheap privilege : hut we fear very much 
that the lessons of the past will not teach 
that community wisdom for the future. 
T heir whole history as related to railroad 
enterprises lias been one of gross fol 1 v and 
unparalleled shortsightedness.

The farms alone are valued 
at $90,000, and with the other property are 
am ple to secure Vanderbilt, as Mrs. Grant 
joins w ith the General, and gives up her 
life interest in the property mentioned. 
T he inventory includes all the presents of 
weapons, bric-a-brac and rare articles made 
to the General at different tim es by friends 
at home and potentates abroad; the swords 
and medals aw arded him by Congress; his 
pictures and hooks ; his relics of the war, 
anil even the engraved cards ordered struck 
to express tiie thanks of Congress. 
Sher­ 
man. on his visit here, learned of the jnissi- 
liility that Grant m ight lose all those 
articles. 
Indeed it is said that < ¡rant called 
a council of war with his old comrade in 
arm s over the situation, and the result has 
been th at steps have been taken to relieve 
the property. Sherm an left the city yester­ 
day for Philadelphia, and will afterward 
visit W ashington. 
It is probable that he 
will continue there the work lie began 
here. 
Cyrus W. Field said to a Tribune reporter 
yesterday : 
“ G rant’s swords, medals and 
relics of war may he sold at any moment, 
under a mortgage to secure the debt of 
$130,000 which he Sorrowed from Vander­ 
bilt to help the firm of G rant & W ard, and 
for which he lias confessed judgm ent. This 
ought not to lie. 
I received a message from 
Sherm an last night, inform ing m e of the 
fact. 
It was the first I knew of it. This 
m orning I went to see Vanderbilt, and he 
promised to throw off $00,000 of the total 
am ount, which is now about $100,000 with 
the interest, if the rem aining $100.000 is 
paid.

T lie G reat E a rth q u a k e in Spain. 
M ad rid , December 28th.—The full de­ 
struction w rought by the earthquake is not 
yet known, because telegraphic com m uni­ 
cation has suddenly been cut off with all 
the towns. 
As far as heard from, Velez, 
Malaga, a town o f 15,000 people, was in 
ruins. 
A lbuquero was h alf demolished, 
and 200 people killed. 
Ai nas del Key was 
nearly destroyed. The killed are unknow n 
but 40 bodies have since been recovered 
from the ruins. 
Rafarranja is completely 
wrecked, and few villagers escaped unhurt. 
Already the boilies of 12 have been recov­ 
ered. Tlie town of Canilas was destroyed, 
and a num ber o f persons killed, as yet u n ­ 
known, but supposed to be large. Several 
bodies have been taken from the ruins. 
The town of Estcpona also suffered Severe 
ly. 
Dispatches from there m ention the 
fact th at the m unicipal and other buildings 
have been destroyed, but say the num ber 
of deaths cannot be ascertained. 
It is 
feared the loss is heavy, as m any thou­ 
sands are missing. 
Eight bodies have been 
recovered. 
No estim ate approaching ex­ 
actness can be given as to the loss of life 
and property. 
As far as reported, the loss 
of life runs up to ¡500 killed or fatally in 
jurcd.

M ad rid , December 28th.—An official re­ 
port shows that 206 persons were killed in 
the provinces of Malaga and Granada in 
tlie recent earthquake. The population of 
Granada are still encamped in the squares 
the richer elassjs lodging in carriages along 
the prom enade. The facade of the cathe­ 
dral «’as seriously damaged. Many houses 
were destroyed in Jim ena. and a whole 
family were killed in the village of C’ajar 
by a falling chim ney.

A lbania is mostly in ruins. The province 
of Malaga suffered equally as m uch damage 
as did Granada. Commerce is paralyzed.

The 
shock was not felt in the northern and 
northwest provinces. The Government has 
granted $1,QP0 from the national calamity 
fund for the relief of sufferers in the prov­ 
ince of Granada.

B ru ssels, December 28th.—The Inde­ 
pendence Beige reports a serious quarrel be­ 
tween the agents of the African Interna­ 
tional Association and the French agents 
in the Congo territory. An arm ed force of 
the International Association, commanded 
by Hodister, ascended the river M pila to 
fight the natives, who had gathered to at­ 
tack the Dutch and German factories at 
T.oango. The comm ander of the French 
tintilla stopped the expedition, arrested the 
Dutch agent fo ra violation of French ter­ 
ritorial rights, and demanded the surrender 
of Hodister. Captain Elliot, chief o f the 
International Association region on the 
Mpila. refused to surrender Hodister, and a 
conflict is im pending.

he has presented for paym ent, and pay­ 
ment thereof has been refused by the State 
Treasurer, for the reason that a portion of 
said money, together with other money 
sim ilarly deposited by other County Treas­ 
urers with the State Treasurer, has been 
unlawfully abstracted from the State treas­ 
ury. 
From all the inform ation received 
liv us of the m anner of the depositing the 
money—it appearing to have been a usual 
custom with County Treasurers to leave 
balances, or a portion thereof, due their 
counties from the State on deposit with the 
State Treasurer, to he used in a future set­ 
tlement with the State towards paying bal­ 
ances th at m ight become dne the State 
from their counties, and also for safety and 
convenience; and whilst not releasing the 
County Treasurer from any responsibility 
to the county, we cannot find from the 
facts presented to us that any blam e should 
be attached to the County Treasurer in this 
m atter unless the money can be recovered 
from the State Treasurer, are of the opin­ 
ion that the State, in furtherance of justice, 
should m ake these am ounts good to the 
several counties, and to this end we suggest 
that our representatives to the State Legis­ 
lature use their endeavors to secure the 
passage of a bill providing for the same, 
believing that the County Treasurers who 
are sufferers by this loss are mostly poor 
men. and, so far as our own County Treas­ 
urer is concerned, knowing this to beso, 
and working on a salary inadequate to 
meet a loss of such m agnitude.”

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


R a i l r o a d T a x e s f o r 1884.—E . T!. Ryan 
was at the Capitol on Saturday, and applied 
to State Controller D unn for an order di­ 
recting the State Treasurer to receive $399,­ 
713 47 upon State taxes from the Central 
and Southern Pacific railroads and leased 
lines for 1884. This am ount is in accord­ 
ance with the hasis of the stipulations en­ 
tered into before the U nited States Circuit 
(lourt at San Francisco, some tim e since, 
concerning taxes upon the roads for prior 
years, and which m atter is awaiting de­ 
cision of the U nited States Supreme Court. 
Mr. Ryan informed the Controller that the 
com pany did not ask a receipt in full, hut 
only that the money he received as on ac­ 
count, and th at when the decision was 
reached, if more was due, it would be paid. 
T he Controller declined to have it paid into 
• the treasury, saying that there was 110 law 
under which a less sum than the entire 
am ount could he received. 
Mr. Ryan said 
the com pany accepted the assessment upon 
tlie Sacram ento and Placerville, the Am a­ 
dor branch, the Vaca Valley and Clear Lake, 
the Santa Cruz, and the Stockton and < op- 
peropolis branch roads, and upon these lie 
then paid the State taxes for 1SS4 in full, 
am ounting to $15,185 58. 


T h e L evees.—The Yolo levee broke near 
Conrad’s ranch, at the lower end of the 
tow n of W ashington, Friday night, and a 
large body of w ater is running through 
upon the adjacent ranches. Yearly all of 
the dam in the levee above town has 
w ashed out, and the situation at that point 
ig now practically the same as last winter. 
Charles Hillman? who came up the Sacra­ 
m ento river yesterday m orning in a small 
boat, says that steamers should go a little 
slow in passing the Fern levee, just below 
flie Riverside House. The water is very 
high, the levee saturated, and heavy waves 
caused by a rapidly-passing steam er might 
cause t he levee to give way. The levee 
north of this city is intact, as in fact are all 
the city 
levees. 
Considerable seepage 
water conies through just north of Agri­ 
cultural Park, and, as has been heretofore 
stated by this paper, that is apparently the 
poorest part of the entire levee system. 
Before another winter it should be faced 
with stone. 


L o st H e r D a rg e.—Saturday afternoon 
the little steamer A m ericas brought down 
the river a barge loaded w ith several thou­ 
sand hop poles, belonging to Gerber Bros. 
She attem pted to land her tow above the 
old gas works, but it was soon found that 
the task was too great, the current carrying 
the barge along despite ull the steamer 
could do. The tow-line parted, or was cut 
to prevent the steam er getting into trouble, 
and the barge drifted to the eastern end of 
the bridge, getting wedged between that 
structure and the Pioneer Mill wharf. The 
force of the stream caused her to heel over 
so that in a few m inutes she tilled and sunk 
to her deck, which enabled her to pass be­ 
neath the bridge, and she drifted on down 
the river, with her freight still on board, 
and could he seen as far as the bend of the 
stream. 
Yesterday m orning the Americas 
went in search of her, found her a few 
miles below the city, and returned for a 
sm aller barge with which to take off the 
poles ami bring them to town. 


DiKFicn.TTo Y avioate.—The Marysville 
Appeal of Saturday says : 
The steam er D. 
E. lCuight,on her trip to Sacram ento this 
week, had a rough tim e of it. T he high 
water, coupled with the high winds and 
strong current, made navigation dangerous. 
As tlie steamer was rounding Raucliarie 
Bend, below Nicolaus, the m om entum of 
the vessel caused her tio careen so that she 
shipped eighteen or twenty inches of water. 
At tlie same time a box fell from the top 
of a pile of raisins, struck DeW itt H ulseon 
the leg and broke one of the sm all bones. 
Tlie velocity of tlie current carried the 
steam er against some trees and tore away a 
sm all portion of her deck. 
She also had 
ditliculty in passing the drawbridge at Sac­ 
ramento. Captain H unter reports it unsafe 
to navigate the rivers in their present condi­ 
tion.

B E L L CONSERVATORY. 


Mrs. K. It. Crocker’s A dm irable Addition 
to tlie In stitutions o f tlie City. 
_ 
Four years ago the block bounded by X 
and Y, N inth and Tenth streets, was hut an 
unattractive heap of sand. By the e x p e n d ­ 
itu re of a large sum of money th e re a re now 
thereon picturesque grounds, extensive and 
beautiful buildings, etc., u n d e r the nam e 
of the Bell C o n serv ato ry . 
The entrance, to 
the m ain conservatory building is 16 feet 
square, and.is m arked for its architectural 
beautv. H ere are n u m b e rs of Lilium longi- 
florum. From the entrance the visitor goes 
into tlie m ain building, which is octagonal 
in «hape glass sides rising perpendicularly 
20 feet, w ith a bell roof, ami term inating 111 
a <da«s dome, the top of which is 35 feet 
from tlie ground. This main structure is 
35 feet square, and i=> devoted pnncipallv to 
tropical plants, such as the Masa t at en- 
dishii (banana tree). Hibiscus. 1 omsettia 
pulcherrim a (Mexicanevergreen.). J lacenas 
and palm trees. The banana trees range 
from 5 to 25 feet in bight, with leaves eight 
feet in length and two feet tt ide. 
Eight 
pillars supporting the dome areoroainentecl 
with climbers of tlie most lovely species 111 
cultivation,such as tlieTaesom a t an t olx- 
emi, Thunbergia, Bignonia \ enlista, and 
Stephanotis floribunda. 
W hile 111 this 
place one can easily imagine him self in 
some tropical clime. To the west oí the 
main corridor is an I.-shaped addition oO 
feet in length by 40 wide at tlie end. This 
is devoted to choice heliotrope, abntilons. 
stevia, jasm ine and a few rose plants. 
To the east of tlie main building is an­ 
other addition, sim ilar in size and shape to 
the one on the Vest, but divided into two 
parts die first devoted exclusively to w inter 
dowering plants and begonias, w hile the 
second part is the fernery and aquarium . 
There are two tanks, one in the form of a 
Greek cross,in which areah u n d red or more 
fail-tailed goldfish. The second is 16 feet 
square and 7 feet deep, having been built 
for this Victoria Regia, which was success­ 
fully bloomed for fourteen m onths. 
At 
present this tank is covered by a movable 
platform, 011 which is a m ound of flowering 
plants. The ferns are of num erous varie­ 
ties. In all the abtive houses shelving 31 
feet in w idth runs along tile sides, 011 
which are stored part of the thousands of 
less hardy plants after they are turned 
from tlie propagating beds into pots. 
To the north or rear of the m ain building 
is the potting-room, 35 feet in length by 15 
feet in width. H ere are also stored sam ­ 
ples of alm ost every im aginary design in 
wire forms. From this th e visitor enters the 
four propagating houses, each 50 feet long 
bv 12 feet wide, w ith two propagating beds 
in each house. 
Each lied is 50 feet long 
by 4 feet wide, and has a capacity of at 
least 12,000 cuttings. 
To tlie west of 
the work-room is th e office, and under it 
is the boiler-room and coal-bins. There 
are two large-size boilers, from which lead 
4-inch pipes to all parts of the various 
buildings. One is used only w hile the 
second m ay he out of repair. Below the 
office is a iarge cool room devotril exclu­ 
sively to ilsra! work, this departm ent being 
in tlie hands of an “ a rtis t" in this line. 
Further to the west and separated only 
by a driveway is tlie rose house. This lias 
just bean completed and is the second 
largest glass house devoted exclusively to 
rose plants in the United States. Tlie de­ 
sign is entirely original, being different 
from anything in glass-house architecture 
before know n, 
it is 85x55 feet. There 
are four glass roofs, whose gables rise 12feet 
above the ground. 
Between the roois and 
011 the two outer sides are decks 3] feet in 
width, under w hich run tlie pathways 
about the " Rosery." 
The sides rise per­ 
pendicularly 7 feet, the upper 4 feet of 
which is of glass sash. 
In the sum m er 
season 
the 
entire 
sash 
in 
this 
building can be taken off and stored 
on tlie decks made 
for that purpose. 
Thus the plants are exposed to the weather. 
The capacity of tlie house is 35*> roses, each 
plant being three feet apart, and tin- idea 
is to so m ake them rest during the sum m er 
m onths that they will bloom luxuriantly 
in the winter. They will thus supply not 
only the people of Sacramento, but also San 
Francisco. The latter city has roses ¡11 the 
w inter tim e, but of a very inferior quality. 
The plants now being placed ¡11 this house 
are of the choicest varieties to lie had, such 
as tlie Marechal Niel. Catharine Mermet, 
Dr. Berthet, Andre Schwartz, Yiphetos, 
Duchess of Edinburgh, I’erle ile Lyon. 
Miss 
Edith 
Gif lord, and 
many oth­ 
ers. 
To the left of the m ain building 
are ten large propagating beds or frames, 
with 
heavy 
glass 
sashes, 
comprising 
over 1,200 square feet. There are in all 
over 25.000 square feet of sash, covering 
14,000 square feet of ground. 
The grounds are a marvel of beauty in 
the sum m er time. 
In the center of one of 
the beds is a handsom e statue ol the 
mythological god " Mercury.” 
In addition 
to the entire block now occupied by the 
conservatory grounds and 
tlie 
quarter 
block owned 011 the corner of Ninth and 
\V they have recently purchased the block 
adjoining 
them , thus affording about 
five and a h alf acres, w hich will he 
brought into use as soon as the soil can he 
gotten into a pioper state for cultivation. 
It is the intention of the Bell Conservatory 
to m ake a specialty of th e ” culture of roses, 
and they now have over 500 varieties of 
the choicest plants to he obtained in the 
country. 
They will also grow more exten­ 
sively than heretofore ornam ental trees, 
shrubs and plants. 
The establishm ent is 
under the m anagem ent of M. J. Dillman. 


BRIEF NOTES. 


T lie K v in g e r C ase. 
On W ednesday last the prosecution in 
the Ida Evinger ease announced that they 
had put in all their evidence. 
C. T. Jones, of counsel for the defense, 
then moved that tlie defendants he dis­ 
charged, claim ing that 
neither of tlie 
charges alleged in the com plaint, nor any 
other crime know n to the law. had been 
shown by the testim ony for the prosecution 
to have been comm itted, and said lie de­ 
sired to argue tlie motion. 
It being quite 
late in the afternoon, an adjournm ent was 
had until the 27th. 
Tlie ease was called prom ptly at 3 a . m. 
Saturday. Charles T. Jones made the open- 
in 1 speech for the defendants, in support ot 
hi-m otion. He spoke for nearly two hours, 
critically reviewing the testim ony of all tlie 
witnesses, particularly that of the alleged 
outraged girl. 
He read m any decisions of 
the Supreme Court of this and other States 
¡11 support of his claim th at neither of tlie 
charges ¡11 the com plaint had been com­ 
mitted. 
He said the testimony of the girl 
was so full of apparent im possibilities, that 
it of itself should he sufficient to w arrant 
tie* discharge of the defendants, 
lie said 
if the motion was not granted tlie defense 
would he compelled to attack the girl’s 
character, which they did 11.1t wish to do. 
Grove L. Johnson replied in a speech 
of nearly three hours’ duration. 
H e said 
the motion should not he dismissed, be­ 
cause counsel for tlie prosecution threat­ 
ened to attack the character of the prose­ 
cuting witness. 
If they could prove that 
she was a wanton, destitute of m orality, 
integrity or virtue, lie wanted them to do 
it. 
H e dared them to proceed, to do their 
worst, and the very mom ent that they 
proved that she was a bad girl before, she 
1 am e to Saerameuto 011 the 20th of Octobor 
last, ai that m om ent would lie withdraw 
from the suit and hayo the case dismissed. 
He claimed that tin 
iseeution had made 
a strong case; that the testim ony of the 
witness they wished to break down was 
fully corroborated in the most im portant 
particulars by that of two sworn officers of 
tin law—Uafferty and Rider, 
lie claimed 
that the defendants were not only guilty of 
the two charges mentioned in the com- 
OlainK hut evidence was in sufficient to 
hold them under a charge of battery or 
conspiracy. 
He read from m any decisions 
to fortify his argum ent. 
General H art made the dosing argu­ 
ment. H e said the prosecution was a perse­ 
cution. 
ile wi uhl not deal in sentim ental­ 
ism, but appeal to the Court for a legal de­ 
cision. 
líe said 
the prosecution were 
dragging in half of the crimes know n to 
the law, in the vain emit :n*>r to get some­ 
thing that would hold the defendants. 
It 
reminded him of the old story, of a drow n­ 
ing man grasping for straws, 
lie reviewed 
the tcstinionv at length, and also the argu­ 
m ent made by Mr. Johnson. 
He said the 
prosecuting witness was not the "sim ple, 
guileless and nonsensical m ountain maid 
that counsel for the pn iseeution would have 
the Court believe. .She was not a silly girl, 
but w hat he would call a very intelligent 
witness. H e then referred to some o f her 
testimony, which was contradictory, and, 
he declared. must he held to be false. 
If 
she testified falsely in one particular, she 
would in another? " False in one thing, 
false in all." 
lie spoke for nearly two 
hours. 
A t the close of his speech the Judge said 
lie had listened attentively to the argument' 
and had decided to deny the m otion. 
The 
ease was then continued until to-day, at 10 
a . m .. when the exam ination of witnesses 
for the defense will be com m enced.

R. Parsons fell 
from a second-story window to the ground 
Saturday, but the fall was to some extent 
broken by a tree and she only received 
bruises. 
Tlie crossing at tlie alley on the east side 
of Fifth street, between K and I., is ¡11 a 
very dilapidated condition, and at times 
during the late severe storm was almost im ­ 
passable. 
The County Board of Education's exam i­ 
nation of applicants for teachers’ certifi­ 
cates will he held in the H igh School 
building, and will commence this m orning 
at 9 o’eiock. 
Judge M cFarland 011 Saturday, in the 
case of Bright vs. Hodgdon, in which the 
former contested tlie election of tlie latter 
as a Supervisor of Yolo county, rendered a 
decision in favor of Hodgdon. 
One of the mail carriers thus discourses 
on women : " A m arried woman is a letter 
delivered at hom e. A young lady is an 
unm ailed letter. An old m aid is an epistle 
uncalled for at the Postoffice.” 
The rem ains of tlie late Benj. Bullard, 
Sr., were brought to the city from Davis- 
ville yesterday, and a large num ber of 
friends attended the funeral, which took 
place from tlie residence of II.

(*nse. The Stanton Island levee was said 
to have given way. however. 
W in. Morse, who was so shockingly 
wounded in the face near Vina a week or 
ten days ago, in consequence of tlie acci­ 
dental discharge of his gun while lie was 
hunting, and was brought to Sacramento, 
is doing as well as could be expected at the 
('ounty Hospital, and there is good reason 
to believe that lie will recover. 
Sergeant Barwick reports the rainfall 
since Saturday at this point as being .06 of 
an inch, m aking 10.45 for the m onth and 
13.06 inches for the season, as against 2.92 
inches to January 1st of last season. The

About 7 o’clock last evening two men en­ 
gaged in an unpleasantness 011 the South 
side of K street, bet ween Second anil Third, 
and iii a few m inutes a crowd of over one 
hundred spectators had assembled.

hut were separated before either had suf­ 
fered seriously, ( hie of them subsequently 
explained, " i f I hadn't been h'isting in 
so much beer to-day I'd a par'lvzed him 
Two running horses, one owned at Dutch 
Flat and the other at Lincoln, are quartered 
at tlie Park, and, so far as tin* w eather will 
permit, being made ready fo ra m atch race 
for $250 a side, half-mile heats, w hich is to 
take place if possible 011 Yew Year’s Day or 
next Sunday.
